Governor’s Budget Cuts WILL effect 
Clatsop College over next few years! 








What is going on? “As you may know, 
the governor announced recently his 
potential budget cuts. In about a week he 
will make final his proposed new budget 
for consideration in the coming special 
session of the Legislature, which is 
expected to complete its work by about 
February 15. The next version of the 
Governor’s budget will take into account 
the reaction of the public and the Legisla- 
ture to the cuts, and their resulting effects, 
described in his message of January 7. 

In short, his current budget description 
calls for an 8% reduction in State funding 
of community colleges (vs. 6% for K-12 
and 10% for higher ed.) The timing of 
these cuts means that they will mostly 
take effect in the second year of the 
biennium, but has to be absorbed mainly 
in the second year, the net effect is to 


double the percentage cut for next year. | 


Thus, a 2% cut in the biennium really 
becomes a 4% _ reduction in our State 
funds for next year.” 

How will this impact CCC? “The least 
we can expect is a 2% cut (4% for next 
year). An entirely possible scenario is a 
cut of closer to 4 or 6% (8 or 12% for 
next year). The maximum cut contem- 
plated by the Governor is 8% (16% for 
next year), but the Legislature has the 
opportunity to vary from the Governor’s 
recommendations. The potential percent- 
age reductions in State support could 
reduce CCC revenues for next year by 
$141,993 (at 2%) to $567,970 ( at 8%). 
These calculations would have to be con- 
firmed by the State and could be adjusted 








according to the funding formula which | 


takes into account constantly shifting 
enrollments throughout the State.” 

How are we planning for this? 

“ Since we must build a balanced budget 
with an adequate contingency to comply 
with State law and the requirements of our 
accrediting association, the administration 
is taking immediate steps to effect savings 
for the balance of this budget year. We 
will also develop proposals for additional 
savings to discuss” in the coming wecks. 
Also in coming, “ the administration will 
develop refined estimates of revenues and 
expenditures for FY03 (next year), savings 
projected through strategic planning to 
date, additional potential savings through 
various means, revenue enhancement 
strategies, new or modified elements of 
our future strategic planning, a series of 
‘adjustment scenarios’ which demonstrate 
how our budget could be adjusted to 
account for differing levels of reduction in 
State funding for next year, and a timeta- 
ble for making the necessary decisions.” 
“We will continue to move forward in the 
development of needed, improved facili- 
ties. These are essential for our future, 
regardless of variations in our operational 
funding from time to time. In February we 
will be scheduling a series of meetings 
between the Board and employees to 
dialogue on these issues and develop 
greater consensus on next steps in our 
facilities development strategy. We have, 
and will continue to have, the essentials 
for a vibrant, forward moving college!”
